but the issuing of benk paper is only a more 
delicate operation of the same sort; swind- 
ling i wot jostifiable; but what else is all 
Wail street about from one year to another? 
seductson is not according to Moses; but 
how many marriages ere really adulterous 
though solemnized by Bishops and D. D's, 
&c.,&c. By thus using one evil to justly 
and perpetuate another, it maimtains its favor 
with the vile even while affecting to repre- 
hend their practices, and fills its pockets 
from a division of plunder with every abor- 
thonist, epper-crast gambler, procuress, and 
cireumepect villam in the land. 

Religion is astanding topic with the Se 
tanic press, and it ie bandied im the same 
manner and with the same as ever 
thing else. Let a eoaionmneties me 
schiem arise in any denomination, and it 
jamps into the middle thereof, intent on first 
aggravating the difficulty as much as possible, 
and then making t reflect the utmost die 
honor on religion generally. Ite mimiery of 
fauth eo far more revolting and pernicious than, 
would be a more open display of ite utter 
infidelity. It assumes a pstronizing tone to- 
ward the chrisuan munisiry, even while ac- 
cusng them of stupidity and folly, inume 
ting that with a course of Satame tuition 
— might become a credit to their cloth,
